U de M students ta boycott classes today

About 1 800 social science stu- 
dents at l'Université de Montréal are 
boycotting classes today to protest 
the undergraduate credit system and 
admissions policy of their faculty. . 

The strike follows a 300-mah stu- 
dent sit-in Saturday at tlie administra- 
tion building and a wcclc of press con- 
ferences and meetings held by the 
strlltc committee which released a man- 
ifesto stating reform demands.; 

Louise Milonals, administrative vice- 
president of the U dc M student associa- 
tion (AGEUM), said the one-day strllte 
was in protest of administrative policy 
"wlilcli refused to recognize the valid- 
ity of degrees from classical colleges, 
making students take over courses 
fÇ?i^i!j?y*y<-. already taken". 
She^ said the university study com- 



mittee was lagging behind in recom 
mending reforms to tlie U de M senate. 
She said "the strike was Intended to 
spur on the committee In recommending 
a general overhaul of the undergraduate 
course, a switch from year promotion to 
subject promotion and the abolition of 
the quota system applied to post-grad- 
uates". 

Dr. Roger Gaudry. rector of the 
university, issued a press releast; stat- 
ing he regretted. the abrupt action tok- 
en by students. He said, "We regret 
that students had not used the usual 
forms of consultai ion but we recognize 
the importance of the protest". ^ 

Pierre LeFrancols, president of UG- 
EQ, said striking students-will hiold an 
assembly meeting this rnomihg' at. 11 
am to sdidy tbi» contents of teicErams 
sent to the strike committee by Gaudry 
and deans of the faculties. 



Meanwhile at Quebec city,' student . 
representatives from the fifteen French- 
language Junior colleges (CEGEPs) In 
the province are meeting to plot further 
action to promote better educational 
standards In the institutes. LeFrancols 
said he hoped to hear from the repre- 
sentatives by mid-weelc. 

The Quebec, parley follows a mass 
strike by CEGEP students last Thurs- 
day. The 6000 students .were protesting 
the exam system, course content and 
overcrowding at the colleges. 

Andre Salcans. one of the initiator 
of the U de M strike, said the action 
was originally organized outside the 
fold of I'AGEUM but has since gained 
lt.s .support as well as that of UGEQ. 

He sniri the .strike is also an attack 
on the university's role as an "automnl-^ 
or of individuals, callously ciicating tlie 



human masses". He claimed the univer- 
sity perpetuated the inequalities exist- 
ing in society. 

Salcans, a former vice-president of 
UGEQ, said he drew up a manifesto for 
reform after studying what seemed to 
him to be required course changes. He 
noted the success of today's strike will 
depend largely on the students' accept- 
ance of the principles outlined in his 
manifesto. 

The university study committee Is 
slated to present its report on course 
changes and policy revisions on March 
4. Louise Milonols said this is much too 
late to affect any change. 

She said "the strike had not been 
staged earlier in the year because stu- 
dents were researching possible changes 
ionid obvious defects that needed correc- 
Fllori. She said no further strike action 
Is planned after today's demonstration. 




NB strikers 
gain ground 

MONCTON, N.B. (CUP) 
— Striking students here re- 
moved barricades .Thursday 
after Université "de Mbncton 
officials agreed to demands 
for a strong statement on 
Increased government aid 
to the university. 

The administration said it 
would make representations 
to the provincial govemnjent 
on the issue. 

Students have been out on 
strike for a' week protesting 
lack of government support 
for the university and an an- 
nounced Increase in tuition 
fees. 

Wednesday the administra- 
tion announced students 
would have to make up 
classes missed Thursday and 
later in- their spare" time if 
they expected to write final 
exams. ' . 

Friday, the New Brunswick 
Federation of Labor asked 
Premier Louis Robichaud to 
take steps to freeze all tuition 
fees at the present level, and 
to adopt a program to elimin- 
ate them. 

The NBFL suggested tuition 
could be. financed through a 
provincial lottery. 

In a separate kind of prot- 
est,, two Moncton students 
have been released on bail 
after being charged with, del- 
ivering a pig's head and a 
note to the home of Mayor 
Leonard C. Jones of Monc- 
ton Thursday morning.

The decision, wiiiicâ'ls'°compara^^ 
suspended sentence In the courts, Is design- 
ed to ensure good conduct while not actual- 
ly penalizing the students. 

'This is a guarantee or warning to dis- 
tinguish lawful from unlawful action In the 
. .future.V .explained Committee Chairman 
'îPeriyî'Meyer. ' ' 

Probaiion Is. . . 

According to the Code, on Student Dis- 
ciplinary Procedures, condtict probation 
means that, If any of the students Is found 
guilty of a further offence during the cur- 
rent academic year or the next, the dls- 
ciplinarK^xonunittee may Impose penalties 
relatlngK^^h .<l"; first , and second of- 
fencesji^elm^^ the;first 
offence^£^ln*?{l3s^t^^ of the 

■ students to leave the Principal's office when 
requested to do so — may be imposed at 
the complete discretion of the Committee 
without a hearing! 

Through their lawyer It. S. Gottlieb and 
Individually, twenty-eight of the studenU 
Imme'dlately expressed their "fear that the 
penalty Is designed to prevent future legal 
activity on campus'.'. 

Answering the charge, Professor Meyer 
said that the penalty did not affect the Stu- 
. dents' "freedom to engage In lawful action, 
including the right to demonstrate peace- 
fully". 

Some of the students felt that the proba- 
tion might make them vulnerable to dis- 
crimination by the administration : they 
were concerned that tiiey might fall victim 
to trumped-up or minor charges because the 
Code on Discipline does not .specify any list 
of possible offences. 

Mcyer-assurcd the group that they would 



be treated "no differently from persons not 
on probation". 

Cnnroming llie distinction between law- 
ful anil unlawful acllvillcs, comniltlce mem- 
ber Professer Mycr Horowitz explained 
that "peaceful demonstration is not an of-- 
fence; refusing to leave the Prlncipari of- 
fice is; on that which Is In between, one 
takes his chances." 

. In a three-page explanation of tlielr 
views In - the case of the 28 students, the 
Committee argued that "there seemed to 
be with some of the students before the 
committee a failure to distinguish between 
legitimate protest and demonstration on the 
one hand, and the usé of force on the other." 

"Freedom .j)f expression and the' right 
to espouse causes Is . a precious heritage 
that must be preserved on university camp- 
uses," the statement continues, "but step- 
ping beyond ;.the line' where demonstration 
. becomes force cannot be condoned in â free, 
community because It denies the legitimate 
freedom of other members of the commun- 
ity." 

In imposing the penalty of conduct pro- 
bation, the Committee emphasized tliat "the 
Ie^Umato'i.^freèdom8 of the students before 
us arc'preserve^d, and the same freedoms of 
others on the campus are protected. In- 
cluding the right of University officers to 
carry on their administrative duties without 
obstruction".^ 

The statement noted the evident serious- 
ness of the twenty-eight students and "their 
sense of frustration con'ccrnlns-! the. tack of 
communication .between themsWvci^and the

University administration, a ' frustration 
which seemed also to extend to a dissatis- 
faction with student government Itself". 

However, the Committee concluded that- 
"thls level of fnislratioii" docs not Justify 
"the resort to violence, particularly Jn^view. 
of the serious' attempts that are beinirmïde 
on this campus to overcome the problems 
which exist". 

Tiie statement pointed specifically to the 
"considerable progress that has already been 
made towards a recasting of the govern- 
mental structure . to take Into accounts the 
realities of the University as It exlsts't^day": 

To compare the situation at McGill with 
circumstances "where Intolerable eondilions 
prevail . . ." and where "the protesters were 
denied the ordinary rights of citizens In 
even a moderately liberal society" was not 
defensible, the committee felt. 

Committee lifts 
Feltete suspension 

The Senate Committee on Student 
Discipline has lifted the . administrative 
suspension It Imposed on John Fekele 
February 7 when he walked out of its 
proceedings. 

After an initial refusal of Fekete's re- 
quest for televised hearings, the Senate 
Committee agreed last week to provide 
closed-circuit television and llfl. the sus- 
pension provided Fekcte undertook- to at- 
tend the hearings and testify porsonally. 
It subsequently summoned Fekete to ap- 
pear February 29. 

Claude-Armand Sheppard, Fekete's 
lawyer, sent a telegram to the Commit- 
tee over the week-end In which he In- 
dicated his client would attend the hear- 
ings and onswer "questions which are 
properly put". 

The Committee, in its turn, notified 
Fekete that it construed this to mean he 
would testify personally as required by 
the Commitloe and, 'consequently, it ter- 
minated the suspension.

Pax Americana? 

Just before Christmas a book appeared 
in the United States which caused a few 
ripples in official Washington.

To, know that you may be 
bounced for the slightest civil disobedience 
is surely an intimidation against participat- 
ing in active dissent. ~ 

The paper reprinted on the page oppo- 
site mokes much of the "rights and free- 
doms" of others. But whose rights and free- 
doms are the committee interested in any- 
how? Those of students or those of The 
Principal, whose office was broken into? 
Perhaps it would benefit us all if the com- 
mittee and other merribers of the Adminis- 
trdtioïil^ould reread the report and find 
means of protecting our rights and free- 
doms — such as those, of expression and 
dissent.

The Managing Board 
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Committee explains probation penalty 



This is the report by the Senate 
Committee- on Student DisâpUne 
(liven last Thursday to the 28 stu* 
dents who appeared together before 
the committee. 

The students had been charged 
with refusing to leave the Principal's 
office when ordered to do so during 
the sit-in in the Administration 
Building last November. 

. The comnjtlfec of 10 members was 
chaired^ by Professor' P. Meyer of 
Law. . 



The first date for a hearing was set 
for December 20th, 1067. The above list- 
c(I students did not appear- In person 
but were. represented by Mr. R.S. Gott- 
lieb who acknowledged, in the name of 
the students, the truth of . the charge. 
Mr. Gottlieb presented a request on be- 
half of the twent^^ght . students that . 
they be heard ihlfa^oiip rather than 
individually. This request' was granted 
and the students met with the Commit- 
tee on February 6th and 12th, 1068. 

Since the facts had. been: 'established 
and admitted by the students the pur- 
pose of the meeting was to provide an 
opportunity for the students' to make 
any statement they might wish regard- 
ing the sit-in and their refusal to vacate 
the oflicc of the Principal. -At the begin- 
ning of the meeting a request was pre- 
sented through Mr. Gottlieb that a state- 
ment on behalf of all the stiidcnts be 
read by • Mr. & Sin Jte ^ a rtfl presented to 
the CpmmItwwiTbefîcquest was grant- 
|ï!|j|n(I .Mr. 'Smith read the statement. 
Following the presentation each stu- 
dent was given the opportunity to 
spealc Individually, and all twenty-eight 
accepted '^thc 'invitation. Mr. Gotflicb 
presented an oral orgument on behalf 
of the students. • 

. The reasons given by the students' to 
Justify their action covered a wide range, 
and were npfjenth-ely consistent, one 
with aiigUj^iaycji^^ that the 

Prlhclpal9Ead?exceeded his proper au- 
thority by laying charges because of 
the contents of the *fcGiII Daily. Since 
this I.S a student paper, it was argued 
that only thoi; students, shnula be con- 
cerned with wliat Ls published. " 

II was explained that efforts to make 
representation.'! through the menium of 
éludent Rovcmment failed, either be- 
cause of the ineffectiveness of the stu- 
dent officers or because their requests 
thai fhc charges against the Dailji staff 
1)0 dropped were turned down by tlîc 
University administration. 

•There was much complaint about lack 
of communication and one. student ex- 
Pla.'neii^jy^ftthejs8it-in was a_form of 
rommunJcaUon^tft" . which they were 
forced to turn when other methods 
failed. 



It was contended that charges against 
Messrs. Allnutt, Fournier and Fekete 
.were menacing freedom of speech and 
expression and one student argueil that 
this could open the door to a serious 
interference with free investigation and 
scholarship. 



Moral duty 



One student'''! toSicWthe^^^ that 
there are rights higher than the law 
and in these circumstances it becomes 
a moral duly to break the rules. In 
this sense the sit-in was an attempt to 
enforce the right by preventing regula- 
tions front destroying rights. 

Another' student made the extravag- 
ant and .' preposterous claim that the 
Committee on Student Discipline had 
complete control on her life and that 
the University was a totalitarian system 
which held students, in virtual slavery. 
The Committee construes this to be a 
piece of emotional hyperbole. 

There were > other reasons given 
which revealed goabs. and objectives 
which were independent of the case 
before the Commlllof. These reflected 
a dissatisfaction with the system of 
authority and government in the Uhiv- 
entity . itself. 

At least one student, while' maintain- 
ing the validity of their cause, recog- 
nlicd that the methods used were 
wrong because they involved the In- 
fringemcnl^f the rights of others by 
the use ^of force. 

H^nùœ^çntiàl. point .at issue is tho 
^UMTof^ivit^'lsobedlence. In the present 
case tho students before the Committee 
appcarwl to havc-twq goals. Tho first 
was to induce the. University a'dmlnls- 
tratlnn to withdraw. the charges against 
the three members of the Daily staff. 
The second was to challenge the existing 
.structure of government and . aufhority 
In. Univenity affairs. These two' issues 
heed to be examined separately although 
they arc closely interrelated; 

The demand for the dropping of the 
charges was supported before the Com- 
mittee by attacks, from many students 
on the Committee itself, and on Its 
role in the enforcement of ; discipline 
in addition .Jo^ho^contcntlon that the 
University administration had no rights 
lo deal with such casts since they arc 
mnltcrs purely of student concern. It 
was argued that the Committee vras not 
clearly dktingulshable from the Univ- 
ersity administration and .-. wias , there- 
fore biased. 



'^No c|uettion 



There can be. no question of the exbt- 
ing jurisdiction of the Committee. It is 
spelled- out in the Code of Disciplinary 
Procedures contained in the ' Student 
Handbook. It Is recognized In the stu-

dent's acceptance of. the"^^ authority of 
the University as a , condition of be- 
coming a student. It has been supported 
by' the courts. At no time was there any 
contention that in the past .injustice 
. had been done in eases handled by the" 
Committee. The students' action In the 
sit-in prejudged the work of the Com- 
mittee and was In no way related to 
any factual demonstration of wrongful 
behaviour of the Committee In the past. 
Students seemed to confuse the, laying 
of a. charge before the ComnUttcc with 
established guilt 

Tho second i.s.suc regarding the 
structure of government Is a complex 
one and Involves a judgment regard- 
ing the use of civil disobedience as a 
means of altering dc facto the exercise 
of administrative authorltyjn-thc Univ- 
ersity. Several memberatofTthe Commit- 
tee told the students' that they person- 
ally accepted the validity of civil dis- 
obedience in circumstances where In- 
tolerable conditions prevail. The exam- 
ples were givp- of Nad Germany, of 
:.iclvll ^i ghts movements in the United 
^^StafK^;:and of the action of certain 
Soviet writers. In all of these cases it 
is clear that the protesters were denied 
the .ordinary rights of .'citizçns in even 
a moderately liberal society. But it must; 
be pointed out that 'to 'equate the hor- 
rors of Nazism involving Its gestapo, its 
conccn,tratlon camps /and lis avowed 
policy of discrimination and persecu- 
tion, with the situation on the campus 
at McGlll University Is ridiculous in the 
extreme. Similarly to liken ^thc cir: 
cumstances in parts of the United 
States where discrimination against 
negro citizens has been supported over 
the years by the denial of the franchise, 
by brutaUU! M|| |lwj^m^ other 
abhorrcn]^imN^||S^i|^vatc and 
official, to Ifoscrat' McCIll Is equally 
Indefensible. "

which to resort to civil disobedience is 
justifiable is wholly inacceptable to any ' 
reasonable person. Even without these 
developments -of ■ the last few yean, to 
resort to force in a relatively free com- 
munity Is itself Intolerabie. Those who 
refuse to be restrained in such cir- 
cumstances must expect to bear the 
conséquences of- their action. 

The Committee was impressed by. the 
seriousness of the students and by their 
•sense of frustration concerning the lack 
of communication between themselves 
and the . University administration, a 
frustration which seemed also to ex- 
tend to a dissatisfaction with student 
government iUelf. The Committee rec- 
ognizes this as a serious problem for 
the students and the whole Univeraity 
community. Nevertheless for the reasons 
already stated It cannot accept the 
contention that this level of frustration 
justifies (he resort to force, particularly 
in view of the serious attempts that are 
being made on this campus to overcome 
the problems which exist. 

In considering the question of penalty, 
the Committee was influenced by state- 
ments volunteered by some of the stu- 
dents which indicated that in a future 
circumstance some would not resort to 
these methods, but others would engage 
in force and even violence. Thcro 
sc6med to be with some of the students- 
before the Commlttci' a failure to dis- 
tinguish between legitimate protest and 
demonstration on. the one hand,, and 
the use of force on the other. Freedom 
'of expression and the right to espouse 
causes is a precious heritage that must 
bo preserved on university campuses. 
The Committee members fully endorse 
and support this principle. But stepping 
beyond the line where demonstration, be- 
comes force cannot be condoned in a 
free comhiiunity because it denies the 
legitimate freedom of other members^ 
of the community. The Committee be- 
came aware that thU distinction .was, 
at least prior to the hearing^ not. clear- 
ly made or understood by at- least some 
of the students. It therefore believes 
that it is incumbent upon the Committee 
16 impose a .sanction which in the future 
will require of the students a behaviour 
wliich protects the rights and freedoms 
of all members of the McGlll communily. 

The Committee hat. Iherefort decided 
'to place each of théit students 
on conduct probation as defined In the 
Code of Student DUclpliniry Procedu- 
ret, rather then to Impose any of the 
other penalties within its cempelcnce. in 
this way all of the lesHimalelPmâom of 
the iludentt before us are preierved, 
and the tame freedoms of others on the 
campus are protected,- Including the 
right of University Officers té carry on 
their administrative duties without ob« 
itruction. 4-^v'-j^;o'L.i:-;'."- -
